braid ©t Freemen, proclaimed Liberty to his 
Fellow-Citizens— ellabliihed the Independ­ 
ence of his Country— placed her in that 
commanding attitude -which gained the ad­ 
miration of the world, and will render her 
an object of winder and delight to iucceed- 
ing ages. 


The power« of his mind, by which he 
collected, arranged, and concentrated the 
means of defence 
which atchieved that 
great event, although deferving the highell 
praiic, are not more the theme of eulogy, 
than the majelly and dignity of his deport­ 
ment, joined to a fuavity of manners, which 
united all Parties, and gained all Hearts. 


When the Public mind leemed almoit to 
defpond, and viewed the dangers which 
threatened the Country as ready to over­ 
whelm her hopes, and trample her Infant 
efforts in the duft, 
W 
a s h i n g t o n remained 
unmoved, placing his confidence in Cod 
and the JuftiCe ol his Caufe ; and at that 
critical period which tried men’s fouls, by 
his voicc and example encouraged her Coun­ 
cils, and animated her Armies.-— Like light­ 
ening he ruihed upon the Foe, and vollied 
the Thunder o f the W a r into the hearts of 
his Enemies— Trenton and Princeton♦

H E Ulemnity of the prtfent ocr.a- 
fion, the depreflion which appeals in 
every countenance, and the poignant dil- 
trefs which afflicts every heart, inform us 
more forcibly than language can cxprcis, 
that the caufe of universal mourning is the 
Death of the Friend and Father o f bis 
Country. 
- The immortal W a s h i n g t o n is 
no more I - 
—The man who was firft in the 
heart! of his Fellow-Citizens, greaten in the 
Councils of America, and who had no oqual 
in arms— sleeps with bis Fathers• 
T o pay 
a tribute of refpedt to departed worth,— to 
embalm his memory in the tears of his Fel­ 
low-Citizens, and to Cooth our anguifti by a 
recolledlion of his Virtues and Talents, is 
the objedl of our aflembling together on 
this melancholy occaiion. 
Time will not permit me to enter mi­ 
nutely into all the tranfadlions which have 
characterized this Statefman and Hero— 
The traits of Courage and Talents which 
were admired by his Country at an early 
period of his life, fccured their cfteein and 
confidence ; and long before the revolution, 
which alone could open a Field vail enough 
for the difplay o f fuch uncommon Powers, 
hit Country already hailed him as her fa­ 
vourite Son.

A t the commencement of our revolution, 
when clouds darkened around us, and tile 
ftorm of war threatened Ruin and D e f l a ­ 
tion, all eyes were turned to this iiluftrious 
Chief, who then gractd 
the Councils of 
America. 
He i!one was thought capable 
of fulfilling the weight of a conv u I fed Em ­ 
pire, and directing the Energies of a Free 
People. 
Called upon by the unanimous 
lutfrages of his Fellow-Catiiefis, he accepted 
the appointment of Commander iii Chiel of 
die American A rm y.— Unawed by the for­ 
midable appearance of an Enemy, whole 
Fleets and Armies had deluged Half the 
World iii Blood, lie bade defiance to the 
Foe 
and at the head of a Tin a 11 but chofen 
Ir^nd et Freemen, proclaimed Liberty to his 
Fellow-Citizens— eftablilhed the Independ­ 
ence of his Country— placed her in that 
commanding attitude which gained the ad­ 
miration of the world, and will render her 
an object of wen der and delight to iuccced- 
mg ages. 
The powers of his mind, by which he 
collected, arranged, and concentrated the 
means of defence 
which achieved that 
great event, although deferving the higheft 
praife, are not more the theme of eulogy, 
than the inajefty and dignity of his deport­ 
ment, joined to a fuavity of manners, which 
united all Parties, and gained all Hearts. 
When the Public mind teemed almolt to 
dcfpond, and viewed the dangers which 
threatened the Country ai ready to over­ 
whelm her hopes, and trample her Infant 
efforts in the dull, W as hj ngTon remained 
unmoved, placing his confidence in Cod 
and the JuftiW of his Caufe ; aud at that 
critical period which tried men's fouls, by 
his voice and example encouraged her Coun­ 
cils, and animated her Armies.— Like light­ 
ening he ruihed upon the Foe, and vollicd 
the Thunder o f the W ar into the hearts of 
his Enrmiej— Trenton and Princeton, ever 
memorable in the annal* of America, and 
the blood-stained Fields o f Monmouth taught 
the Enemy what they had to fear, and Am e­ 
rica what ihe had to hope. 
Dejwftion at 
once give place to the moft animating en- 
tbufialin, and America found hrrfelf p r a t t l ­ 
ed bv the invincible Shield of her Vi&orious 
Leader, uatil at York-Town, the capture of 
a numerous and highly-difciplincd army in­ 
ured to war and conqueft reftored peace to 
bis bleeding Country, and clofed the revolu­ 
tionary labours of her illuflrious Chief. 
Other everts in the American revolution 
which equally claim our wonder and delight, 
and which admit of no cnibcUiihmentj mutt 


be left to the faithful pen o f the Hiftoriant 
— But the manner in which he retired, after 
reconciling the jarring and contending paf- 
lioris which at that time agitated the army ( 
and the occafion on which he reigned hi* 
appointment into thofe hands from whom 
he derived his authority claim our higheft 
Eulogia in. 
P r im e Intercft and felflih A m ­ 
bition found no place in his C h a n c e r , and 
though commanding an Army 
at whof« 
head he had footmen fought and conquered ; 
and in whet# dangers and fatigues lie had 
lo often participated ; and to whom he was 
endeared no Iris by the greatuefs and mag­ 
nanimity ot his mind, than by his virtues as 
t man 1 He diidatnrtl to make them the In- 
liniments of ambition, and excrcifed com­ 
mand no longer than he could be ufcful to 
his Country. 
Having with lo min ii honor, and in fo 
diftinguilhed a manner performed the 'Talk 
alfigtied him, and having w Knelled the ad­ 
miration and undivided applaufc of a grate­ 
ful Country, 
hr retired to the welcome 
Shades of Mount Vernon ; in hopes to pafs 
the remainder of Ids days in that dignified 
and peaceful Retreat.— But this^Happinelk 
was denied him— 
Heaven, as though dtlii- 
nus to difplay the greatnefs of his Chandler 
in a new and more diftinguilhed light, called 
him to the head of our Councils, that he 
might be the principal Juftrument of perpe­ 
tuating to pofterity the bleftings, tor the 
attainment of which he had hazarded his 
Repn e and L ife. 
Tlie confolidation of our Union in the 
Conventiou over which he prefided, will 
ever be contidered as a mafter-piece of poli­ 
cy ; and could alone enfure to his Country 
permanent Profperity and Glory.—
